Pouosfors WAM.-1-Ai'EK.—The prev- 


alence of poisonous wall-paper still agi- 
tates the medical journals. The evil is 
said to be growing rather than dimin- 
ishing, and is not confined,as popularly 
supposed, to green papers, but extends 
to many other tints and especially to 
foreign papers having an enameled sur- 
face. Some analyses recently made in 
London have resulted in the startling 
disclosure that many of the pale-colored 
wall-pap«rs contain from 16 to 26 grains 
of arsenic to the square foot, or a quan- 
tity in excess of that which is contained 
in most of the brilliant green papers. 
By attempting to make the color of the 
pattern a* dead as possible, the evil is 
increased, for the arsenical coloring 
matter in put on in -such a loose and 
powdery form that the mere friction of 
a coat or dress against the paper is suf- 
ficient to bring off quantities of arsenic 
which can be detected by a fairly deli- 
cate chemical test. In one case a fami- 
ly of four persons all suffered from 
symptoms off arsenical poisoning, and 
on examination il was found that the 
walls of three of tho bedrooms in the 
house were covered with papers heavily 
loaded with arsenic.

The Electric Light Wrt-efeeap. 


A special from Boston says: " Wes- 


ley W. Gary has taken the most impor- 
tant step with his magnetic motor, and 
is prepared to present it in connection 
with the electric light. It is believed 
he has solved the problem so many are 
so patiently studying, and that with his 
appliance obstacles in the way of the 
popular introduction of the electric 
light can be entirely overcome. I call- 
ed upon him this forenoon, and found 
his work complete, his apparatus per- 
fected, and himself prepared to demon- 
strate what ha could do. The greatest 
obstacle in the way of the substituting 
of electric light for gas is tho cost of 
power for producing the former, it be- 
ing largely in excess of the cost of the 
latter. Other minor difficulties have 
been overcome by Edison, Sawyer, aud 
others, and to invent some appliance 
for reducing this cost is tho task upon 
which heavy electricians and others are 
lending all their energies. This prob- 
lem Mr. Gary claims to have solved. 
By the simplest of devices, which ho 
exhibited 
to 
mo, he 
utilizes his 


own newly-discovered principle so as 
to generate electricity for light at 
absomtely no expense beyond the cost 
of the machine which itself is automatic. 
In explaining the machine Mr. Gary 
said: 
'To produce magnetic electric 


currents, it is necessary to change the 
polarity in an induced magnet or piece 
of soft iron. 
This is usually done by a 


revolving iron in front of and close to 
the poles of a permanent or electric 
magnet, tho polarity changing as it 
passes from tho field of one polo to tho 
other. As tho current is only induced 
at the point where tho polarity changes, 
a high rate of speed is required to pro- 
duce a steady or uniform current suita- 
ble for light. The currents are induced 
by tho change of polarity of iron, and 
the polarity is changed by the change 
of position. 
The power required to 


change the position depends on tho dis- 
tance thc iron moves, tl>o> amount of 
electricity or tho speed, 
Tnis model is 


of a machine I have contrived to change 
thc polarity with loss exhaust of power, 
for the reason that tho iron moves a loss 
distance. This is a compound of per- 
manent magnet with iv piece of iron 
coiloJ with wire attached to a lever 
pivoted in the confer, and adjusted so 
as to move over the neutral line, and it 
is so balanced that you can blow it over 
with your breath.

The Decorator of the Capitol. 


Speaking of artists I am reminded of 


Brumidi, who probably has no equal in 
this or any other country as a pure fres- 
co painter, and who, for tho past twelve 
yearn or more, has been at work deco- 
rating the Capitol. Although his great 
work is the allegorical painting on the 
ceiling of the dome, some of the work 
that ho luus done in the several commit- 
tee rooms and other parts of the Senate 
wing .will probably never be surpassed. 
This man, now almost about to leave 
this wotld, is certainly a phenomenon. 
Before he came to this country he made 
his mark in all parts of Europe, for it 
was the same Brntnidi who did these 
remarkable works of art that decorated 
the walls of St. Peter's in Kornc, which 
have always been admired., and which 
are admitted by nil judges to bo perfec- 
tion, if perfection can ovor be reached 
in any thing. It was ho who also did 
tho decorations in the palace of tho Czar 
of Russia, as well as other important 
work elsewhere. The old gentlemaq 
has become HO feeble that he ifl now un- 
itblo to climb up the stops loading to the 
rotunda, whore he is painting a record 
of this country which will, if completed, 
reach entirely around the rotunda. It

How Unlnins nro Prepared. 


A strip of land bordering the Medi- 


terranean, somewhat less than ono hun- 
dred miles in length, and in width riot 
exceeding five or six, is tho raisin-pro- 
ducing territory oi Spain. 
Beyond 


these boundaries tho lUuscaUjl grape, 
from which the raisin is principally pro- 
duced, may grow and thrive abundant- 
ly, but tho fruit must go to tho market 
or tlio wine-press. When tho grape bo- 
gins toripon in August the farmer care- 
fully inspects tho fruit as it lies on the 


mash and add the water in which it was 
boiled (1 pint) ; let it cool: uUke a bat- 
ter of this with wheat-flour and(ft table- 
spoonful Indian-meal; also a 2-cent 
compressed yea«t-oake; led it rise in a 
warm place for a hours; then add 1 cup- 
ful light brown sugar, 3 eggs, Mid 2 ta- 
bleapoonfuls butter, alt beaten together; 
knead very soft;-form into buns; lot 
them rise again and bake about 15 min- 
utes iu a moderate ovon.

spring chicken about 2 hours; let it get 
cold, then remove all the skin and fat; 
then chop not quite as fine as mince- 
meat; have the same quantity of chopped 
celery and tho yelks of 4 boiled eggs 
pressed smooth with a silver or wooden 
spoon; then take 1 pint of sweet milk 
and bring it just to a boiling heat; then 
odd the yolks of 2 eggs well beaten; as 
soon as this dressing is cold add 1 table- 
spoonful of ground mustard made 
smooth with 2 tablespooufuls of eider 
vinegar and pepper and salt to taste;

PKKSBUVATION OKTiMUER.—Blylhe's 


idea of preserving wood with creosote- 
saturated steam has been very success- 
fully carried out. The process is very 
simple and ufiiciout. 
The apparatus 


consists of a high-prestiure boiler, an- 
other boiler containing tho creosote, 
with a vat tilled with creosote, to sup- 
ply it by means of a pump; sheet iron 
cylinder* where -the pieces of timber 
are injected, and a system of tubing 
connecting tho boilers and thn cylin- 
ders. Tho steam opens tho pores of the 
wood, and the creosote is lea deposited 
in tho colls. When the wood comes out 
it is very pliable, and cau bo bent into 
any desirable shape, but, it soon hsru- 
ons and becomes vory rigid.

thus treated very effectually resists the 
deteriorating influence of moisture and 
of various insects and worms.

There are two general classifications 


of the cotton raised in the United States, 
long-stapled and short-stapled. Of the 
former, tho best is the soft-island cotton 
of this country. Tho cultivation of the 
sea-island, also known as the tree-cot- 
ton, is local, and the amount produced, 
as compared with upland or green seed, 
is but small. It wul not flourish at a 
distance from the sea; hence its growth 
is limited to districts along the shores of 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida and 
Texas. Tho most favorable point for 
its cultivation is Ediato Island, on the 
const of 
South Carolina, south of 


Charleston. 
The average yield per 


acre is little more than half that of the 
upland, but it is the finest cotton grown 
in this country, and consequently Co n- 
mands the greatest price. Its »l»ple or 
filament is long, silken and delicate. 
The height of tho plant varies from two 
to six feet. Careful experiments have 
proven that, to keep up the standard of 
sea-island cotton, manures rich in phos- 
phates, rich in potash, and having u 
considerable amount of sulphuric acid, 
must be freely employed.

ARTESIAN WKI.LS.—Borings in San 


Francisco have resulted so successfully 
in procuring flowing streams of water, 
that artesian walls have become a mania 
with the people, and tney are contem- 
plating the possibility of substituting 
them for their expensive water-works. 
The largest sugar refinery has just com- 
pleted, at a cost of f 1,000, a well which 
snoplies it with all the water it requires, 
and supplies thirty-five families besides. 
The company's water tax has been $600 
a year. The citizens are organizing in 
some parts of the city to bore a well on 
each block for the use of families, tbo 
water to be conveyed to the houses 
through pipes. The usual bore is eight 
inches in diameter, with a depth vary ing 
from 176 to 800 feet,
